IMMIGRANTS REACHING CANADA 
ARE MOST DESIRABLE 


The United States Said to be Envious 
of the Canadian Immigration Policy 
—Are Alarmed at the Number of 
American Farmers that are Moving 
to Canada—Lengthy Report on this 
Subject Submitted to Congress. 


Washington, D.C.—A report was sub- 
mitted to Congress recently by Sena- 
tor Dillingham, in charge of the joint 
commission in regard to the ia.migra- 
tion situation in Canada, 

Probably the most important state- 
ment made in the report is that Can- 
ada wants immigrants whose purpose 
is to enter agricultural pursuits, 


either as owners, tenants or laborers,’ 


and desires to exclude those immi- 
grants whose presence would tend to 
the congestion of towns arid cities. 

Another striking feature of the re- 
port is the comparison of immigra- 
tion into Canada during the past de- 
eade with that into the United States. 
This shows that while 70 per cent. of 
Ganada’s immigrants during that 
period came from northern and west- 
ern Europe and only 30 per_ cent. 
from southern and eastern Europe, 
the reverse was true in regard to the 
immigrants entering the United 
States. The report says: 

“That no effort is made to secure 
immigrants from southern and west- 
ern Europe and unless it is the pur- 
pose of such immigrants to enter agri- 
cultural pursuits, their entrance into 
Canada is doubtful. On the other 
hand it is pointed out, effort is being 
made through saleri:d agents of the 
Canadian immigration depirtment, 
aided by sub-agents to whom a bonus 
or commission is paid, and by means 
of advertising, to secure immigrants 
from the United Kingdom, Ireland, 
Finland, Norway, Sweden, 
land and the United States.

ing the past three years, more than 
seven-eighths were classed as farmers 
or farm laborers, Probably no other 
considerable movement, of population 
from one country to another, says the 
report, at the present time is so 
largely composed of agricultural peo- 
ple. 

From 1900 to 1909 in western Can- 
ada 235,690 homesteads were entered 
for, more than 66 per cent. of .the 
numbey being immigrants divided as

POSSIBILITIES OF WAR SAID TO 
BE UNDENIABLE 


Vice-Admiral Fournier, of the French 
! Navy, Discusses the Numerous As- 
| pects of the Situation—Believes that 

War Would Involve Several of the 
| European Powers—Kaiser Anxious 
| to Break Up League of Powers. 


Paris.—The memoirs of Vice-Admiral 
Fournier, commander of the Mediter- 
ranean squadron of the French navy, 
in which he discusses particularly the 
sossibility of a war between the 

nited States and Japan, and the re- 
sultant danger of dragging all Europe 
into a terrific conflict, have been issu- 
ed in book form. The memoirs have 
caused something of a sensation in po- 
litical and diplomatic circles, Admiral 
Fournier accords the star role on the 
stage of international politics to the 
German emperor. Not only in Europe, 
says the writer, where the emperor is 
trying desperately to break the league 
of powers against him, but also indi- 
rectly as an influential factor in the re 
lations between the United States and 
Japan. 

‘ournier says that it is useless to 
deny that there is a possibility of war 
between the United States and Japan 
as a result of popular irritation in 
{America should Japan’s demanus or 
Japan's policies of absorption prove 
intolerable to America’s excessive 
self-esteem or interests in the far east. 
These interests, the admiral adds, are 
antagonistic to those of Japan, which, 
pushed on by fate to expand in the 
Asiatic continent by conquest or dip- 
lomatic victory, seeks to become pre- 
dominant in the very regions which 
the United States protects in support 
of the integrity of China and the 
policy of the open door. 

Admiral Fournier then continues 
that the naval strength of the United 
States will one day not only exceed 
that of Japan, but equal that of Great 
Britain, in spite of the effort of Eng- 
‘land to preserve her supremacy of the 
seas, and Japan’s inferiority would 
oblige her ally, England, to come to 
her aid in the event of a conflict with 
the United States. In case of a hostile 
coalition of the United States with the 
Triple Alliance, the admiral believes 
France would be forced to supple- 
ment the forces of Eneland, Japan, 
and R ssia. He doubts, however, 
that the German emperor, although 
devoured by a desire to smash the

Are we not wholly His, fully yielded, 
simply trusting, willing and obedient? 
Has He not said, ‘‘As the Father sent 
Me, so send I you?’ These twelve 
were, however, to go only to Israel at 
this time, not to ge: tiles or Samari- 
tans (verse 6, 6). And to the woman 
of Canaan we hear Him saying, ‘I am 
not sent but unto the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel’ (Matt. xv, 24). He 
worketh all tuings after the counsel 
of His own will, accor ‘ing to His good 
tleasure which He hath purposed in 
Himself, and we must be fully in that 
‘|purpose and will, whether it refer to 
the Jew, gentile or the church of God 
(Eph, i, 9, 11; I Cor, x, 32). Dr. Sco- 
field says in his notes on this cha ter 
that the mission of the twelve was 
that of heralds, announcing to Israel 
lonl the kingdom as at hand, endured 
with the divine credentials of their 
office and manifesting king’om pow- 
ers. Verses 16 to 23 cover in a gen- 
eral sense the sphere of service during 
this present age, while verse 23 has 
in view the preaching of the remnant 
in the time of the tribulation and im- 
mediately preceding the return of 
Christ in glory. The r»>mnant then will 
not have gone over the cities of Israel 
till the Lord comes. 

If any cannot receive this suggested 
division let him lay to heart the gen- 
eral principles, remen bering that all 
need to hear of the grace of God, the 
nresent salvation by grvce, the daily * 
life of service, the endurement of the 
Spirit for that service and the coming 
of Jesus Christ to. set up His king- 
dom, 

In this age we are commanded to go 
into all the world and give the gospel 
to every creature Matt. xxviii, 19, 20; 
Mark xvi, 15, contrasted with Matt. 
x, 6), our object being not the conver-

WORLD’S GREATE-T. 


U.S. le Now Growing Jealous of the 
Canadian Ship Canal. 


As this fast world now whirls it 
4eems ages’ since the projecting genius 
of Jay Cooke pointed out that the 
Great Lakes and the St. Lawrence 
tiver were to be the greatest inter- 
continental commercial waterway on 
earth. 

Juy Cooke spent his valuable life 
and handled many fortunes with 
this idea in view, and the immeasur- 
able imperial material wealth and 
Tesources that it and the swelling 
future promised. But all in vain; 
his countrymen were too dumb. If 
Cooke had been half backed the 
United States would long ago have 
secured a cupitalistic clutch and claw 
hold on what will be the continent’s 
future stream of Pactolus-streams, 
bearing fleets of golden grain. Again, 
here is a serious military water cor- 
don. 

In no sense was there a great com- 
mercial imagination like Cooke's be- 
hind the Louisiana and Alaskan pur- 
chases. We were literally kicked into 
these. Our own acquirements of great 
intellectual origin were those of the 
revolutionary fathers getting the 
United States and the military mind 
of Gen. George Rogers Clark seizing 
and holding the Northwestern Terri- 
tory At any rate, the Canadians got 
wise to the great dream of Cooke, and 
are going to have, before we wake up, 
Cooke’s waterway half across the con- 
tinent, all but to Winnipeg. carrying 
to Europe all the wheat and cattle 
and minerals of the new great golden 
northwest. 

Sir Robert Perks, M.P., shows there 
is nothing in a name. He is intimate- 
ly associated with the project of the 
reut Georgian Bay ship canal, and 
nus decided to come over to Canada 
the first of this year so that he can 
devote undivided attention to the 
enormous work—the greatest he has 
undertaking—dwarfing by far the 
memorable Munchester ship canal. 
This grand waterway is to be stretch- 
ed from Georgian Bay, Lake Huron, 
to the St. Lawrence river, near Mont- 
real; thence tu the seaports for ocean 
goers. For 440 miles plowed across 
the lund, like « monster ditch built 
by Titans, this great canal will. wind 
its way. Imagine # mighty ditch, 24 
feet in depth, being dug from New 
York to Buffalo, and this is but an 
idea of what it means. Twenty-six 
thousand men will work continuously 
for 10 years, until one more of the 
gigantic dreams of Jay Cooke is real- 
ized. Sir Robert briefly pencils out 
the cost at the mere matter of $150,- 
000,000. 

It should occasion no surprise to 
realize that there will be more than 
a million horsepower electrical energy 
developed and sold from the different 
gradients of this canal. 
a trifling incident of this intellectual 
commercial scheme of Yankee Cooke. 
The beds of lakes along the route will 
be raised, and also rivers will be 
dammed and their beds and courses 
changed, Large areas now dry land 
will be covered with water. Through 
all this great waterway walls and 
bottom of plain and reinforced: con- 
crete will. stand, and when it is com- 
-plete- great inerchant shi 
able to steam through it: It will 
make. more money in a month. than 
Panama in a year.—New York Press.

; M.P°S FROM THE COLONIES. 


A Great Many Britons From Overseas 
Are In the English Commons. 


It seems, at the time of weiing, as 
if thé British Parliament will have; 
as liberal a strain as its predecessor | 
of the Colonial blood which has en- 
tiched it for the last half century. | 

As long ago as 1867 there were six | 
Colonial members in the House of | 
Commons, In 1877 and 1897 the num- | 
ber had grown to eight; and when! 
Mr. Balfour resigned four years ago, | 
there were no fewer than sixteen | 
Colonials at Westminster, while the 
last Parliament boasted fifteen. | 
And the Colonies have good reason 
to be proud of the sons they have 
sent to help to make English laws. | 
There have been few finer lawyers 
and politicians than Lords Abinger 
and Lyndhurst, both of whom eat in| 
the Commons as attorney-general, and 
in the Lords, and won laurels by their 
eloquence and sound statemanship. 
Abinger came from Jamuica, and 
Lyndhurst was cradled at Boston be- | 
fore the Declaration of Independence. 
Roebuck, a famous politician of 
the middle of last century, came from 
Canada, which has sent many of her! 
ablest sons. Childers spent seven

It is unlikely that we can hope to 
equal the United States in-sheer bulk 
of ‘citizenship, and it consequently is

We are part of the British Empire; 
we have a world-wide citizenship; we 
have interests in Europe, in Africa, 
in Australasia, in Asia, and Cana- 
dians without sacrifice of allegiance, 
with a strengthening instead of a 
wrench of loyalty. can play their part 
in the affairs of any continent of the 
world. Our American cousins are in 
a continental ring-fence; we are free 
of the world and of world-politics. 
This advantage, already perceptible, 
will grow as Imperial organization 
marches forward, and as Canada takes 
an increasingly active part in the af- 
fairs of the Empire. Now, of this sub- 
tle difference in the two North Amer-

More exciting (although possibly not more vital) questions have 
recently been exercising the minds of the people than that of the lceation 
of the Agricultural College, yet the matter is still a live one with the 
Alberta farmers, and a letter, received a few days ago, has suggested a 
new thought. “As you say, agriculture is the whole 
thing, and the college of agriculture should be the main push, and other 
colleges drop in below.  They’ve got to depend on us, anyway; it’s 
strange people can’t see it that way.’’ 

It is a fact that agriculture is the foundation and mainspring of all 
industrial and commercial activity. 


It says, in part: — 


This consequently, makes possible 
the necessities for the other colleges, for it is only natural that agricul- 
ture, upon which absolutely everything depends, should take the first 
place, as my correspondent puts it ; and the other art and science courses 
can drop in below, 

The suggestion given opens up a wider and altogether bigger scheme. 
If the most suitable location in the province is selected, where all kinds 
of diversified farming can be exemplificd—irrigation as well as dry farm- 
ing—the strongest, the most suitable, in fact, absolutely the very best 


cost or any other consideration, except the all-important one of ability 
to make us the best president of such an institution in existence, we ean 
then build up the best agricultural college on the American continent. 
When this is established, we could draw students from the ends of the 
earth, They could come and obtain the most atvanced knowledge and 
training in agriculture that the world has to offer, and returning to their 
homes would make more known the possibilities of this imeomparable 
province, 
agricultural possibilities in’ this province Leyond the most sanguine 
dreams of those who are now tilling the soil, If with the very limited 
aid the farmers are now receiving from the government we are develop- 
ing so rapidly, what may we expect if we have a college as outlined 
above, under the control of a body of the most advanced, progressive, 
and aggressive agriculturalists 2? We have grown alfalfa, raised corn to 
"Tmaturity (in the Gleichen district), beaten the world in wheat, barley, 
and oats, have held our own with the world with our horses and cattle, 
and it is not too much to say that Alberta could leal the world ia agri- 
culture—why should we not prove it. Such a president as we should 
aim for would of necessity be equal to the care of every other department 
required in a University: 


sae . . . \ 
Tn our endeavor tospecialise in agriculture, let us kave in connection 


with the college as jihove outlined, experimental facin® or agricultural 
stations and sehools, to'be established at-different points of the province; 
this I have suggested in previous letters, and a scheme could be evolved 
hy which the whole system could be held together as a unit, having defi- 
nite aims and purposes, and the strength of concerted action. 

The stations should be near some railway centre, if possible, in the 
centre of a country having some special features differing from the other 
parts of the province, and should be provided with buildings, machinery |’ 
cattle, cte., and be practically operated as a demonstration farm by a 
scientifically trained man of proved practical experience in agriculture. 
The main work of such a station would be to test or prove the new 
things which would be suggested by the college, and find out if they 
were really practical and suitable to the province or district, and could 
be recommended to the average farmer, 


These stations could be use.l for short courses, a three months win- 
ter course, and for institute work. Young men could take advantage of 
when they could not afford a college course, and farmers eculd 
visit them and learn scientific methods and see results, while many with- 
in reach could attend each day, being at home night and morning to 
care for their own farms. The experimental farm would be of ines- 
timable value to all new comers, weather farmers or studeats,and the old 
settler could) be posted with new ideas, and so keep pace with the agri- 
cultural advancement.

His Grace of St. Albans, Duke, Earl, 
and Baron, would not be in existence 
at all if pretty Nell Gwynne had nev- 
er sold oranges in Drury Lane; and, 
as he would be the first to admit, he 
owes as much to the orange-girl, 
whose son was the first of his ducal 
line, as to his Stuart progenitor, 

And where to-day would be the du- 
cal house of Leeds if Edward Osborne 
had not left his modest home in Kent 
to start on the journey to fortune as 
‘prentice-boy to Citizen Hewitt? Most 
of us know how the you *prentice 
plunged into the swollen Thames to 
the rescue of his master’s winsome 
daughter; how he married her as the 
reward of his bravery; and how he 
became Lord Mayor of London and 
founder of a great family of nobles. 

There are some who claim a very 
long descent for the Dukes of Bedford 
from one Hugh de Russel, a Norman 
baron who accompanied the Conquer- 
ing William to England. It was, 
however, no Norman baron who set 
this ducal ball rolling; but a much 
more obscure if quite worthy person, 
one Henry Russell, who, in the fif- 
teenth century, made a modest living 
out of his partnership of a barge at 
Weymouth. And the barge-owner’s 
blood is by no means ashamed to 
mingle with much more exalted 
strains in the veins of the Dukes of 
Bedford, 

As for his Grace of Fife, the King’s 
son-in-law, he has long discarded his 
belief in his alleged descent from 
“Fyfe Macduff, a chief of great wealth 
and power, who lived about the year 
834," and is proud to acknowledge as 
founder of his family fortunes plain 
Adam Duff, who flourished little over 
two centuries ago.

Was Mahoney Murdered? 


It wee the custom in the good old 
days, especially in Ireland, to hang 
condemned men for half an hour, 
and then hand them over to their 
friends, A man named Mahoney waa 
hanged in this way. At the end of 
half an hour his body was given to 
his friends, who put tie in a coffin 
Mey bad brought with them, and 
alloped off with him on a cart. But 

fore they were out of sight of the 
gallows authorities the corpse, in the 
exub2rance of his joy sat up in the 
coffin and shouted “Hooroo!’ A 
“pal,” terrified lest this exhibition of 
vitality should cause the executioner 
to come after them, hit the hanged 
man playfully on the head with his 
stick, remarking, “Kape quiet, ye 
spulpesn.” The silencing was so ef- 
fectucl that the victim of it never 
woke again, but was well and truly 
“waked” that same evening, 

There was no doubt that the blow 
on the head killed him. The facts 
came to the knowledge of the authori- 
ties, and a justice was appealed to 
for a warrant for the oulprit’s arrest 
on a charge of murder. But the jus- 
tice refused it, explaining that as the 
man wis dead, having m hanged 
for half an hour and given up to his 
friends legally a corpse, it was im- 
possible that he could have been 
murdered, 


The Thermometer In Sickness. 

Ourrie of Edinburgh employed a 
thermometer in the treatment of ty- 
phoid fever patients with the oo! 
douche as early as 1797, He was 
ridiculed by his German contempor- 
aries cs an instance of medical decay 
in English medicine. The first 
clinical application of the thermome- 
ter was made by Santorius of Padua. 
He invented a thermometer open at 
the end. Aftér being held b: 
patient it was plunged into cold wa- 
ter. Boerhave taught the importance 
of the thermometer, De Haen (1704- 
1776) must be given the honor of in- 
troducing the thermometer into cur- 
rent use at the bedside. It was not 
until 1850 to 1870 that it came into 
general use.

Every constituency has its Conser- | 
vative and its Liberal Registration 
Association, or some similar organiza- | 
tion, with a salaried registration 
agent, whose duty it is to see that as 
many as possible of his side get their | 
names on the register of voters and 
keep them there. 

This he accomplishes in two ways, 
ai “objecting” to electors or would-be 
electors who are known to belong to 
the opposite party, and by “claiming” 
for those who are on his side. 

These claims and objections are 
heard by officials known as revising 
barristers, who hold Revision Courts 
all over the country once a year for 
the purpose of adjudicating upon 
them. 

Now it is obvious that, in order to 
either claim or object to a voter ef- | 
fectively from a party agent’s point 
of view, the latter must know what 
are the politics of the man he is act. 
ing for or against, or otherwise he 
would be just as likely to be doing 
harm to his own side as good. 

Supposing, for instance, that the 
Conservative agent for the Little Pud- 
dleton Division of Mudshire Beppens 
to discover that a certain John Smith 
is really John Schmidt, an alien, and, 
therefore, not entitled to vote, al- 
though, as a matter of fact, he is on 
the Little Puddleton electoral register. 
It would never do for the agent to 
lodge offhand an objection against 
John Smith, for it is quite possible 
that John Smith may be a Conserva- 
tive in politics. 

So he gets to work to make discreet 
inquiries, and if by any chance he is | 
able to discover that John Smith | 
voted Liberal at the last election he 

romptly lodges an objection, which 
is upheld in due course by the revising | 
barrister, and John Smith votes no 
more, for his name is ordered to be 
struck off the register. . 

Such is the method of “weeding out 
the registers, as practiced by both 
sides, and it is at once evident how 
important it is for a registration agent | 
to know what are the politics of as 
many as possible of the voters resid- 
ing in his constituency. It is this need | 
which leads to the leakages already 
mentioned. : 

Each ballot-paper handed to a voter , 
has stamped upon it a number which 
corresponds to a number standing | 
opposite his name in the polling- 
books, and, as both the ballot-papers 
and the polling-books remain in the 
custody of the returning officer for 
some time after the elections are de- 
cided, it is obvious that any one of | 
these officials who chance to be of a} 
sufficiently unscrupulous turn of mind | 
would be able to violate the secrecy | 
of the ballot wholesale. There-would : 
be no insuperable difficulty, in fact, in 
the way of his ascertaining how every 
single elector (who polled) voted, and 
communicating the result to which- 
ever party agent he fancied. Of 
course, he would render himself to 
heavy legal penalties for so doing. | 

Usually the returning officers aro 
men of unimpeachable character, to. 
whom the bare thought of such a 
thing would be abhorrent. But thero 
are black sheep in all flocks, and it is 
an open secret that such a thing, or. 
at all events something very like it, | 
has been done, and that more than 
once, 

Others, too, are careless, and leave | 
much to their clerks. In such cases 
mere curiosity will often induce some | 
subordinate to try and find out how 
certain individuals voted. Afterwards, 
either through carelessness or pur- 
posely, he imparts the information 
thus acquired to one or the other of 
the registration agents, who in his 
turn uses it at the next Revision 
Court in the interest of his party, 
framing his list of claims and objec- | 
tions accordingly. 

In addition to this surreptitious | 
leakage, there is a vast amount of 
open leakage at the polling-stations on | 
the day of the election, due largely to 
the indifference or carelessness of in-| 
dividual voters in flaunting party col- | 
ors, or in giving up to the party can-| 
vassers outside the dummy voting 
cards that are issued by the rival can- 
didates for the guidance of their sup-| 
porters, and each of which bears a! 
register number by which the voter 
can be identified at leisure later on. 

It will be gathered, therefore, from | 
the above that the ballot is only nom- 
inally secret, | 

One important factor, however, de-; 
tracts largely from the value of such’ 
information from a party point of) 
view. An agent may know how a man 
has voted, but he cannot tell how he 
is going to vote. There are many men 
who are not partisans; they side with 
the Liberals at one election, with the 
Conservatives at the next, with the 
Labor party on the third occasion, 
while perhaps on the fourth they will 
abstain from voting altogether. | 

These are the “silent voters,’’ and 
it is they, after all, who win or lose 
elections, and thereby decide the fate 
of Ministries,

[WAS FRIEND TOCANADA 


LORD ELGIN PUT UP WITH A 
DEAL OF ABUSE, 


The Man Who Was Governor-General 
of Canada In the Troublous Times 
of the Rebellion of 1837 Was Un- 
daunted by the Indignities Heaped 
Upon Him, But Did His Best For 
the Dominion to the Last. 


The Earl of Elgin became Governor. 
General of Canada in January, 1847, 
when but thirty-five years of age. 
Montreal was at that time the capital 
of Canada. Lord Elgin had long be- 
fore been in a political sense regaTd> 
ed as a brilliant success. He had 
been a member of the Imperial House 
of Commons, but on the death of his 
father he succeeded to the peerage. 
He, however, had no seat in the 
of Lords, being a Scottish 
peer, for only those Scottish peers 
elected to represent their order have 
seats in the upper chamber. He was 
‘Iso disqualified from sitting in the 
House of Commons. Sir Robert Peel, 
however, regarded him with such 
favor that, us a very young man, he 
named Elgin for governor of Jamaica, 
und he proved a most capable head 
of the Government of that island. 

At the time of his utrival in Can- 
ada there was very much discontent, 
particularly over matters which had 
not been settled in connection with 
the rebsliion of 1837, He was not 
long in learning the conditions of the 
country, and saw that it wag neces- 
sary that in the administration of 
affairs there should be some respon- 
sibility in the Government, and less 
interference from London. 

It was during his tenure of office 
that the enormous immigration with 
its most lamentable results took place 
from Ireland to Canada. Seventy 
thousand immigrants landed in Que-

bec in one season. Thousands, how- 
ever, perished from disease due to 
famine both on the way to Canada 
und efter arrival, and it was in 
this connection that a few months 
ago a monument was raised at 
Grosse Isle. 

The most painful results for Lord 
Elgin, however, came from the set- 
tling of the rebellion losses, Upper 
Caneda had been paid indemnity for 
her losses but up to this time Lower 
Canada or Quebec had not received 
a share. The reason for this was 
that the Government evidently re- 
garded Upper Canada ag loyal, and 
Lower Canada 4s disloyal; but in any 
case the Parliament at the time re- 
fused’ to recognize the losses sustain- 
ed in the latter province, 

In 1849 a new Government and 
Parliament decided to grant compen- 


| sation for losses in Quebec, as had 


been done in Ontario, and this thor- 
oughly roused the British element in 
Montreal, who were Strongly opposed 
tothe bill granting the compensation, 
Immediately on the signing of the 
bill’ by Lord Elgin a riot began out- 
side the Parliament House. Lord 
Rigin on his way home was attacked 
by « mob, that was armed principal- 
ly with rotten eggs, and with which 
the noble lord and his equipage were 
thoroughly besputtered. He was also 
pelted with other missles. An in- 
dignstion meeting was held by the 
“Loyal Party,” and immediately after 
it the mob rushed to the Parliament 
House while a late sitting was being 
held, The windows were smashed by 
stones and the crowd poured into the 
building making havoe of everything 
within reach. The Speaker had but 
time to announce that the House 
wus dissolved, and the members left 
it in charge of the rioters. The build- 
ing was set on fire and within an 
hour or two was entirely consumed, 
with its great libraries and all the 
public records, Fortunately there was 
no bloodshed. The next day the mob 
broke into the house of Lafontaine, 
who was the President of the Minis- 
try, and partially destroyed it. 

Lord Elgin was so detested by the 
“loyalists” that his name was re- 
moved from the rolls of nearly all 
the clubs to which he belonged. Ha 
Was attacked in the newspapers, and 
received many insulting Nehiers ask- 
ing him to resign and go home. No 
other governor of any British colony 
wis subjected to the insulting and 
personal indignities heaped upon 
him, But he stood his ground, how- 
ever, and remained in the country. 
He went to Washington some years 
later to assist in completing the re- 
ciprocity treaty between Canada and 
the United States. This treaty was 
undoubtedly of great advantage to 
Canada so long as it remained in 
effect 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Burl of Elgin had such a stormy ten- 
ure of office in this country, he al- 
ways remained a true friend of Can- 
ada, and stood ready to advance 
every popular measure introduced for 
the benefit of the country. He cer- 
tuinly triumphed in the end, and all 
parties were compelled to recognize 
‘is rule as of lusting importance to 
the well-being of Canada,
